The Late Ray Poling. 


On Sunday afternoon there was 
a good turnout to the Memorial 
service for the late Ray Vernon 
Poling, who died of wounds in 


France, on September 30th, 1918] 


just six weeks following the death 
in action of his brother Cecil Pol- 
ing. ‘The arrangements had just 
been completed for a memorial 
service in November when the ep- 
idemic broke out and the service 
had to be postponed. The sympa- 
thy of the whole community goes 
out to Mr. Poling and his family, 
in the double loss. The order of 
service on Sunday was a duplica- 
tion of the Memorial Service on 
September, 15th for Cecil Poling. 
The two brothers from childhood 
were inseparable. They worked 
together on the farm, enlisted to- 
gether, and served together in the 
same battalion until the death of 
Cecil, and they were only separat- 
ed in death by about six weeks.. 
We took the opportunity of this 
service to suggest a memorial for 
fallen soldiers and a fitting mark 
of appreciation for all our soldier 
boys. Our.suggestion is this— 
namely—that the village council 
proceed at once to appoint a cit- 
izens committee for soldiers Mem- 
orial, that this committee endeav- 
or to discover what would be the 


/most fitting memorial, secure plans 


and estimate the eost, formulate 
ways and means and canvass the 
whole community thoroughly. 
We are safe in presuming that we 
are the centre of the valley for 
ten miles north, south and west 
That then should be our territory 
in this matter. As to a memorial 
we submit the following :—A me- 
morial Hall, to be a community 
centre. The central part of this 
should be a room large enough to 
be a regulation gymnasium. This 
would then serve as a concert hall 
on demand and therefore at one 
end there shall be an adequate 
stage with dressing rooms attach- 
ed. There should also be a room 
fitted up with stove and dishes 
that would be a rest room for the 
farm women when they come in to 
town. This would also serve as 
a kitchen for socials receptions, 
banquets, ete, Another room 
should be a library, reading room 
and game room. All this under 
oue roof in our village as a trib- 
ute to the men who have done 
so much for us. 

We believe that every item of 
is suggestion is a necessity in 


our community. As we said last 


lweek it is quite evident we need 
{a hall for concerts and entertain- 


ments. But we think it is too bad 
to have a hall that is not used more 
often than when concerts are put 
on. So we need an athletic cen- 
tre where we can have the equip- 
ment to give our youth healthful 
recreation. And if the hall were 
built on gymnasium lines it would 
serve both purposes. 
is none who will deny that there 
ought to be a rest room for our 
women. I have seen them stand- 
ing around the stores holding the 
baby in their arms and one or two 
others clinging to their skirts. I 
know they were tired out and 
would have gladly weleomed a 
corner ,of their own to rest, and 
let the children run around free 
for a little while. We also need 
a library and reading room. 

We shall bé glad to have the 
people of the valley express their 
opinions as to a memorial fur the 
soldiers and these opinions would 
be a great help no doubt to the 
citizens committee in deciding 
what is best.
